Prof. Reilly Describes the 
Original Experimental 
Researches. 



.\t the Physical SocleTV, yeetorday 
afternoon, Mr. H. E. R^Uley save a 
ehort hut very tntereatlntr account of 
tho "Mmrnetlo effects ot I.oyden-Ja 
dtechargea." Mr. Uollley save au 
amuBlng account ot the way the «uhJo; » 
had been brought to hia attention, a.id 
then proceeded to ouUine iU. blator}'. 
The first work on th« subject was done 
by Davy about 1821, who found that ihe 
discharge would magncitlzo nocdIcB, bu 
Jie Jet the matter go at ttat, aod did noi 
consider that whether the Jar dlsehargo 
was oaclllattng In nature or' not.' The 
next Inveetlgator of importance was 
Joseph Hfonry, a man with a remark- 
able history and career, whose range of 
activities embraced not only physics 
and mathematics, but engineering, 
axtronomy and geology, not to mention 
play-wrlUng and acting. Prof. Heni;- 
performed some very remarkable ^ax- 
perlment« on elcctro-magnetlo 'phe- 
nomena. hlS' chief achievement betog 
perhatw the discovery of the. phe- 
nomena of self-lnduotion. His contrl- 
birtlone to tho subject of magnetism 
were many and various; he ouccee'ded 
in magnetizing steel needles by passing 
Le>'den-Jar dhcbargea through helical 
coils aurroundln« steel neediee; .and 
found that they oould 'be-.ma«neU'Md In 
either direction by tlie dtocbarge. This 
led him to Mate - . . . \, «he pbe. 
nomena cannot .be «oqiataad by a 
traarfei' of lm]i>ooderai>Ie flald from one 
aide of the Jar to the other, but there 
•*>i»«t.be,wen>^a^^ loss 
tbMi the' one vi«e»«nig and In opposilt» 
dlrecUona."

Hé had 
on his house a metal roof, lylioee or- 
dinary connection with the ground he 
cut off and replaced by a wir.e termin- 
ating in one end of a spark gap, whoso 
other termiml was led to an eoirth- 
platc.
